Gemany’s Loss is America’s 
Gain, Says Professor. 


Our Business Men Real Mis- 
sionaries in Republic. 


Predicts United States will 
Supersede Europe.

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE ) 
AUSTIN, Sept. 26.—Dr. Charlies 
H, Cunningham, adjunct professor 
of business administration and gov- 
ernment of the University of Texas, 
who has just returned from the City 
of Mexico, where he occupied the 
position of United States Vice- 
Consul during the last twelve 
fmonths, expressed the belief that 
one of the ills of Mexico is the 
fact that few or none of the bet- 
ter class of Mexicans take any ac- 
tive interest in politica, leaving po- 
litical affairs entirely to a political 
class, who are active in politics to 
the exclusion of ali other things. 
During his stay in the City of 
Mexico, Dr. Cunningham had charge 
of the commercial] department of 
the consulate-general, and was in 
good position to acquire informa- 
tfon in regard to the trade and po- 
situatioh of the country. Al- 
though he familiarized himeelf 
with politica] conditions, he de- 
clined to express himeelf on that 

phare of Mexico affairs. 

Dr. Cunningham devoted himself 
lar¢ely to investigating commer- 
Clai and industrial condition in 
Mexico. The invoices of all ship- 
ments to the United States went 
through his hands. Existing politi- 
cal conditions in Mexico have an 
important bearing on the commer- 
cial and industrial eftuation there. 
he said. He ig of the opinion that 
hoth of these conditiong could be 
improved. 

“It ie my prediction that the 
commerce between the United 
States and Mexico will aggregate in 
Yalue $300,000,000 gold for the 
year 1919," he said. “This is more 
than our trade with any other 
Latin-American country, and more 
than our past trade in any one year 
with Mexico. The removal] of Ger- 
many from the Mexico field and 
the difficulties that are encountered 
in transporting shipments between 
Iingland and France and Mexico,

“Every hostile criticiem and 
every violent propaganda speech 
end pamphiet made or issued in 
enaerly seized upon by certain ele- 
ments of the press in that coun- 
try to inflame the people to a dis- 
truet and fear of and hostility 
teward the United States,” he con- 
tinued. “Even when propaganda is 
favorable to Mexico it serves as an 
fritant to many people of that 
country. Some of the American 
critice who are remotely situated 
from Mexico and who assume a 
benevolent and philanthropic atti- 
tude should be suppressed. It is 
the American business man who is 
the real missionary to Mexico, and 
he is doing more for the uplift of 
the country than any other class of 
foreigner. 

“The members of the American 
colony in the City of Mexico are 
a high-minded and thoroughly 
typical class of our countrymen. 
They are a distinct credit to their 
lard of citizenship. The Ameri- 
can Chamber of Commerce of Mex- 
ico now has 203 members who re- 
side in that country, and 177 who 
live in the United States. This 
list of members represents many of 
the largest industrial and commer- 
cial concerns that are employed in 
trade in the two countries. Many 
of these members are American 
reapufacturers and their agents. 

‘Nhe American Chamber of Com- 
merce of Mexico is doing splendid 
work in the matter of developing 
trade between that country and the 
United States. As an organization 
it watches carefully over the Amer- 
feen business in general and col- 
lects and serves to its members in- 
feurmation and confidential advice 
along trade lines. In Tampico also 
there is a flourishing American 
Chamber of Commerce, which is

LEAGUE COVENANT 
QUESTIONS ANSWERED 


BY FRANK JAMES, 
No. 2. 


Representation and Votes. 

Q.: You have said that the league 
covenant is an agreement between 
the nations of the world having for 
its object the prevention of interna- 
tional wars, and you have pointed 
out that the league covenant is the 
only plan ever devised by repre- 
sentatives of substantially all of the 
nations, and that since diplomacy 
has been a failure, the only hope for 
peace lies in a league. Will you now 
please eed, me a brief working plan 
of the 

A.: The. sets up two 
bodies of men, the council consist- 
ing of nine members, and the as- 
sembly consisting of one member, 
and not more than three members, 
from each of the forty-five states, 
which include the thirty-two states 
signatory to the covenant and the 
thirteen state invited to join. 

: Who selects the members of 
= respective bodies? 

A.: ch of the nine member 
states selects one member to rep- 
resent it in the council, and each of 
the forty-five states selects a mem- 
ber or members to represent it in 
the assembly. 

Q.: Do all of the states have the 
same representation in the league? 

A.: No, Each state has repre- 
sentation in the assembly, but only 
nine states have representation in 


the council. 

Q.: was not each state 
given representation in the council? 

A.: There are a number of rea- 
sons, The principal ones are: A few 
men are a more effective working 
body than one of large membership: 
the leading nations of the world 
are more vitally affected by war 
than the smalier, since substantially 
the whole burden falle upon them. 
In the last war, it was France and 
her allies who whipped Germany 
arm her allies, and restored peace. 
Naturally, the selection of repre- 
sentations in the council should be 
civen to the former. 

: I agree with you that the “big 
five” should have representation in 
the council, but there are forty other 
states of the proposed league. How 
fe it proposed to select the other 
four members of the council? 

A.: The “dia five’ you refer to 


are the United States, England,’ 


France, Italy and Japan, and each of 
these states is authorized to appoint 
a member of the council. The other 
four members are selected by the 
nasem bly. 

Q.: But there will be no assembly 
until the covenant shall have been 
ratified and the assembly organized” 

A.: The covenant provides for this 
situation. It selects Spain, Brazil, 
Greece and Belgium as the other 
members of the council to hold un- 
til action by the assembly. 

Q.: What are the respective pow- 
ers of the council and of the as- 
sembly? 

A.: Speaking of the covenant as 
distinguished from the treaty of 
peace, “f which the covenant is a 
part, the executive, administrative 
and judicial powers of the league, 
with respect to war and peace, are 
vesetd in the counctl!,. The single ex- 
ception is that a dispute between 
member estates mav be referred to 
the assembly either br the council, 
or by the parties to the dispute. 

Q.: You say each state may se- 
lect one. but not more than three, 
members of the assembly. Suppose 
a state selects three members, does 
each of the three members have a 
vote 

A.: No. Each state has but one 
vote in the aesembly trrespective of 
the number of its representatives in 
that body. In the council each mem- 
ber, that is, each state, has one vote. 
In the league. which ts a form of 
contract. a state and its nationals 
may be likened to a private corpora- 
tion and ite stockholders. The atate. 
in international law. or the private 
corporation, in private law. is con- 
sidered and treated as a single per- 
won, It for thie. .re@son, and be- 
cause each estate is “sovereian.” that. 
in contractine for a plan of peace. 
the etetes. big and little. and irre- 
spective of color or culture, stand 
upon equality. The only feasible plan 
by which to give firet place in the 
deliberation of the league. to the 
five great nations. including § the 
I'nited States. was. therefore, to er- 


tablish a council consisting of 
these five states, and give represen- 
tation to the remainine i  atates 


‘through representatives to be select- 


ed by the essembly,

Rescues Wrecked Bank. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Sept. 28.—That 
the city and county jails are far 
from luxurious is the word passed 
to possible occupants by the Supe- 
rior court grand jury. The County 
Jail isn’t so very bad—it only needs 
repainting and the in- 
stallation of better sanitary arrange- 
ments. But the city prison is de- 
scribed as something inferior to @ 
hog pen. Yet the city authorities 
are not held to blame, save in that 
they continue to use for jail purposes 
a deep cellar that cannot be kept 
clean or sanitary. The only places of 
safe keeping are dark cells, for the 
general corridors are very poorly 
barred against escape. The jury 
states: “There would be quite an 
outcry if the general public had 
any idea what there is over there.” 
No objection was made to the food 
provided prisoners in either jail or to 
their general administration. Ree- 
ommendation was made that a jail 
annex: be provided for tuberculars. 
Praise was given the Crittenton 
Home and adverse criticism to the 
county detention home. There was 
suggestion that matrons meet. all 
trains, to assist In the suppression of 
vice and to assist deserving women. 

While the State Insane Asylum 
was found well conducted, there was 
passing reference to its use as “a 
dumping ground for al] diseases and 
troubles.”” Admission to the asylum 
in at the judgment of the authorities 
of the fourteen counties, who often 
send in cases that have no proper 
Place in the institution. Cared for 
also are scores of cases from border 
counties of individuals evidently 
shipped across the line from Mex- 
ico. Half a dofen years ago a score 
or more of -.auch inmates were 
taken to Hermosillo, Sonora, and 
turned over to the state authorities 
there,

UNUSUAL BANK OPERATION. 

One of the most remarkable bank- 
ing operations ever known now is be- 
ing closed up in the liquidation of 
the assets of the Vall Bank Ad- 
justment Company o this city, 
which has just made full settle- 
ment of an indebtedness of §$212,- 
000 due the Valley Bank. 

The adjustment company is a 
novel organization created to avoid 
a roceivership of the old Valley 
Bank of Phoenix, which closed its 
doors December 9%, 1914, with only 
about $14,000 on hand in cash, out 
of deposits of $2,000,000. Nine 
thousand depositors were affected 
and a panic threatened to grip the 
entire community, of which the 
bank, a pioneer institution, had been 
the financial heart. 

A group of business men prompt- 
ly took action to forestall any appli- 
cation for a receivership. Under 
their auspices, within three days the 
depositors were gathered in confer- 
ence at the Phoenix Armory, where 
the tense situation was handled in 
such manner that unanimous ap- 
proval wag given the appointment 
of a committee, with full powers. 
This committee secured co-operation 
from a group of mining men, main- 
ly connected with the Gila Valiev 
Bank and Trust Company. There 
were organized a new Valley Bank, 
with $500,000 cash capital. and the 
adjustment company. The new 
bank, which opened for business 
December 31, 1914, with R. 
Moore as manager, took over tha 
bank pre mipes and some realty, and, 
to secure * deposits, accepted the 
best of the securities found in the 
vaults, $150,000 assessed against the 
old bank directors and $200,000 
turned itn by the depositors. It 
further accepted the note of the 
adjustment company for $212,000. tn 
return giving over $869,000 of paper 
and securities at the time held under 
the banker’s designation of “cats 
and dogs.” 

SLOW PAPER CAPITAL. 

The adjustment company thus 
started with a mass of poor or slow 
paper as its capital, with ltabilities 
of its debt to the new bank as a 
first lien, followed by §200,000 of 
preferred stock, held by depositors 
and $159,000 of common stock, held 
by the old bank directors. After five 
vears, wholly under the management 

Sime Fly. enough has been real- 
zed to take up the bank note, be- 
side paving administration expenses 
approximating only 10 per cent. of 
the gross sum collectea. 

While the adjustment company 
will continue ite existence, it has 
turned the balance of its assets over 
to an agent for liquidation on a 
commission basis, with expectation 
that the depositors wil! realize 
something on their preferred sto-k, 
in time. 

The manner in which their plan 
worked out has keenly gratified the 
business men particularly § inter- 
exted. The community was saved 
from a panic and one tInstitution, at

McLellan 
never had seen Sloan before, but 
recognized him from pictures re- 
ceived by the Seattle police depart- 
ment from the Los Angeles pvulice.

Sam Gompers came to the defense of 
War Zone Foster, the firebrand of the 
steel strike. He said that Foster had modi- 
fied his published opinions; had changed 
his radical views and become a good In- 
dian. He said furthermore that Foster 
Was not an official director of the strike 
movement. 

The fact remains that Foster is the sec- 
retary and treasurer of the general strike 
committee. Anybody acquainted with cor 
porate or fraternal movements knows that 
the authority and influence of a secretary 
and treasurer are almost the equivalent of 
a whole board of directors. The bulk of the 
business of a corporation or union—so far 
as outsiders are concerned—is done through 
the secretary's offce. Usually the functions 
of a board of directors is to ratify the acts 
of the president and secretary, just as the 
Senate is expected to accept the conclusion 
of President Wilson and Secretary Lansing. 
In this case the scope and authority of Fos- 
ter extend far beyond the ordinary func 
tions of the office of Secretary of State, so 
far as his relations to the steel strikers are 
concerned. 

Mr. Gompers’s assertion that Foster had 
renounced his radicalism and become a 
protagonist of peace has no foundation save 
his own wishes in the matter, and they are 
subject to suspicion. Foster himself ig con- 
victed of recent duplicity and he wovld not 
hesitate to gold-brick the self-confident 
Gom pers. 

It was Foster who advised his sellowsfin 
the L.W.W. only a short time back that the 
only way to adopt the principles of revo- 
lutionary unionism was to give up the at- 
tempt to create a new movement and to 
get into and secure control of organized 
labor unions and revolutionize them “by 
building up better fighting machines as our 
foreign syndicalist fellow-workers have so 
successfully done.” 

And he always signed himself: “Yours 
for the revolution.” 

He has himself exactly followed the pro- 
gramme he suggested. He ceased his ef- 
forts to make a political party out of the 
I.W.W. He went into the union-labor move- 


ing her down, ordered a deputy sheriff to 
shoot her. Whereupon the subservient of- 
ficial promptly drew a revolver and sent a 
bullet through the heart of the prostrate 
woman and then swaggered off as if might- 
fly pleased with the performance. 

According to the evidence of noncombat- 
ants there was a mob of strikers who at- 
tacked a delegation of workingmen and 
their guards, Rocks had been thrown and 
shots fired by them. Several of the officers 
and men had been injured, but the deputy 
sheriffs did not return the fire until they 
thought their own lives were endangored. 
They ordered the at to disperse and 
when the mob renewed the attack they 
fired one volley. The riot broke and the 
body of the women was found after the dis- 
persal. No one knew exactly how she was 
killed, but she was recognized as one who 
had urged the strikers to stand their 
ground. 


The superintendent who was said to have 


assaulted her was in his office at the time 
and knew nothing of the affair until after 
the shots were fired. 

Even the most radical of union agitators 
should admit that the front row of a mob 
of steel strikers is no place for a lady. If 
she had been at home minding baby or 
darning socks her tragedy would not have 
happened, but, as it is, false pretenses are 
being invoked to make a martyr of her. 
But the unions themselves are to blame. 
When they pay women $12 to $15 a day for 
stirring up trouble they can only expect 
that some of the trouble will be their por- 
tion. When it comes to exerting violence 
in a strike the judgment of observers is 
that the women are apt to be worse than 
the men. 

Yet sensible working men will be ex- 
pected to believe that this kindly woman 
was beaten and shot to death by a corpora- 
tion official while she was trving to shield 
pome innocent children from harm.

The case has been on trial for sev- 
eral days and has excited a great 
deal of interest. The ordinance was 
an initiative measure, induced, it is 
said, by serious fliness among citi- 
zens caused by the smudge or heavy 
smoke from the distillate heaters 
Within the city Mmitse of Pomona 
there are many hundreds of acres 
set out to orange trees, and a large 
amount of money is invested in the 
enterprise.
